Se The board met at 8:50 a.M., November 21, 1924, and a survey of 
all spares on hand and on requisition was made according to previous plan. 


The board was adjourned at the completion of this survey. 


4e The board met at 8:30 A.M. December 2, 1924. as a result of its 
previous investigations it finds as follows; 
(a) ‘the present pursuit equipment has been at this field approximately 

One year, during which time the average flying time per airplane has 

been thirty six ( 36) hours. It is estimated that in Bhe future the 
average flying time per plane, because of the increased flying activity 

at this station, will be ten (10) hours per month ( this estimate 

based upon pursuit flying during past two months }. It is therefore 
estimated that one mmdred ines (120) hours per airplane per year 


will be the future flying time of the above mentioned equipment. 


(b) Of the sixteen pursuit type airplanes assigned to this 
Squadron, inspection and flight test shows nine to be in immediate 
need Of recovering, both wings and fuselages. In other respects these 
planes are in such condition as to warrant their being flown an add- 


itional twenty (20) hours. 











(co) after comparison of recoris , and test of equipment in | 
commisgion, it is estimated that the presint pursuit type equipment 
will be serviceable for sixty additional hours flying time per 
airplane, after which a major 6verhaui will be necessarye With 
the proper overhaul it is estimated that from fifty to sixty add- 
itional hours flying time per airplane will complete the life of the 

airplanes, and that at that time replacements will be necessary. 
Qn this basis present pursuit equipment at this station will require 


replacement within oneyear from date.
